First of all, let us congratulate both the 
Board of Selectmen and the Glen Road School 
Building Committee for their work of last Mon- 
day night. They took a sensible course - in 
spite of provocations to do otherwise - the 
course Lc to build the school,or to start to 
build it, thout having a special town meeting 
if it is at all possible. 

We have, from time to time referredtto this 
school as the "bejinxed' school. We have had rea 
son to. It is, as one of our friends has su s- 
ted, as if "Joe Bfstkl" the man who is always 
under a cloud in the Lil Abner comedy were a 
member of this School Building Committee. 

We all remember that the School Building Com- 
mittee has reported to the town that the school 
would cost about $800 thousand, and that the 
State Emergency Finance Committee would spproye 
of only $ thousand, and that the Town of Wil- 
mington at the behest of the School Building Com 
mittee voted that sum (the secand time it voted 
for the School) with a tacit understanding that 
if more money were needed it could be voted at a 
party to this thought of more money at a later 
meeting. They approved of the $650 thousand only 
and furthermore stated that, to all intents and 
purposes the $650 thousand was all it would ap- 
prove.- 

It is not in our place to criticize costs,and 
costs is the thing, more important than any thing 
else that has plagued this committee. Locally, 
right or wrong, there has been criticism. The 
State Emergency Finance Board chose this school, 
rightly or wrmgly, as the one in which it wald 
begin a halt to expensive schawl building in 
Massachusetts. p 

There are many who will agree that schools in 
Massachusetts have cost too much under the pre- 
sent state aid formula. Whether or not this 
school fits under that classification we are not 
Brepered to say, but there were Selectmen who
